No particular religious group made 
it a onerous duty to attack another or subject one to humiliating experience in a nation practicing 
democracy. Today, things have changed and the Okomfo is under attack from all angles. With the 
advent of private radio, TV,mass media in Ghana and modern media such as social networks, the 
Akomfo institution has been discriminated against, attacked verbally, emotionally and 
psychologically by so called men of God ( Christians) who think that their primary measure of 
success and the import of their call is to ATTACK Nananom, For example, many Christian gospel 
songs make derogatory attacks on Akom, Commercial Radio Christian ministers constantly 
attack Akomfo as dirty, illiterates,evil practitioners and demon worshipers during their so called 
radio evangelism ministrations. All these been false allegations and accusations. 

Historical records of the important role of the Okomfo as being a spiritual eye and support for the 
founding of many communities in Ghana and as protectors of the culture together with traditional 
leaders abound. With the so called civilization today which is translated via the use of the 
term„"modern world" „„respect for the traditions and community leaders is under heavy attack. 
Recent events in Ghana can be cited as an example where a Christian minister Owusu Bempah 
publicly attacked the great Asante kingdom and its leaders by making challenging and 
disrespectful remarks about the King of Asante, 

Conversations such as the urgency for a united front is necessary for the institution since it has 
suffered for a long time.
